The Seventh Annual Show 
and Sale of the Iowa Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association is 
now a matter of history. Nearly 
one hundred head of cattle, for the 
most part of good type, confor- 
mation and character, passed un- 
der the hammer at what was con- 
sidered very favorable prices 
when it is made known that this ; 
was strictly a cash sale. The show was held the first day, March 
14th, and it was a very lively affair. There were six classes of 
males and females with six places in each class, besides the cham- 
pionship female and male awards. Rex Beresford did the judging 
and found many interesting spots which gave him a good workout. 
The show is herein referred to in detail. 

The first day of the sale went along in splendid form. The 
attendance was not what was expected from the exceptional demand 
for catalogs and it is altogether likely that many good buyers were 
kept away on account of the sale being strictly for cash settlement 
and the tendancy of the cattle in other years to bring prices beyond 
the reach of beginners, and many established breeders as well. 
This however proved otherwise, and while the prices attained were 
not high they were very satisfactory and will no doubt tend toward 
making this a mecca for buyers another year. Some of the best 
things in the state individually as well as in breeding were exposed 
and all found new homes at prices that will enable the purchasers 
to make from them a handsome profit. Many were compelled to 
return to their homes at the close of the first day, and new faces 
did not appear on the second day in sufficient numbers to fill the 
vacancies, consequently the second day’s offering was carried away 
at a considerable sacrifice, those present profiting by their ad- 
vantage. All in all a goodly number of splendid high-class indi- 
viduals sold for much less than their present values, but this con- 
dition only tends toward strengthening the breed in the hands of 
new men and makes it possible for them to get a start in the right 
direction. 

Nelson Rosene presented the top bull in Pride’s Lad R. 334277, 
by Blackeap Rex 255408, by Black King of Homedale 2d 104254, win- 
ner of first place in the bull calf class and also Champion in the bull 
class, at $400.00. The youngster going to W. A. Berg & Son, of 
Parnell, Missouri. The top cow was J. M. Tudor’s first prize heifer 
calf, Elslow of Glyn Mawr 5th 330197, by Enlow 305409, by Eltro 
209445, out of Elslow of Glyn Mawr 4th 288563. This little Evergreen 
Erica lady went to Wm. Dixon & Sons, Hartwick, Iowa, at $390.00. 
There were many other splendid top bargains going from $200.00 
up to these tops. And from a buyer’s viewpoint this was a most 
successful sale. One man was heard to remark that he had come 
prepared to pay $250.00 more for the animal he secured than he was 
compelled by the bidding to pay. When men can secure cattle on 
this basis it is time to do business.

Wallace and others made timely 
and suggestive remarks along con- 
structive lines, while Secretary 
Chas. Gray, of the National As- 
sociation, gave the principal ad- 
dress which follows: 


Pure Bred Depression is Past. 


“It is a great pleasure to be 
out among the Iowa Doddies and 
the breeders who know how to breed them and feed them a little bit 
better than on any other spot of equal size on the face of the earth. 
Iowa became the leader in Aberdeen-Angus breeding a great many 
years ago, and in spite of this great commonwealth’s venture into 
blue-sky buying as a result of war inflation, Iowa still turns in as 
much revenue from her Aberdeen-Angus as does the next three best 
states in the Union, according to the official figures compiled in 
the office of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
just before leaving home. 


“Iowa stacks up as a little better than a quarter of the entire 
United States as far as the Aberdeen-Angus breed is concerned. 
Is it any wonder that the black cattle men think of and look to 
Iowa for real Doddie cattle inspiration? No other breed flourishes 
so strongly in the good old Hawkeye state. The Herefords have 
about a tenth of their pure breds in Iowa, the Shorthorns about 
one-sixth of theirs, and three or four of the hog breeds run from 
one-sixth to one-eighth of their breed in this commonwealth that 
produces more meat for the human race than any other equal area 
on the face of the earth. 


“In fixine the appropriations for the various fairs and shows 
the other day, the Executive Committee of the Board of Directors 
of the national association used the association income from the 
various states to get at what the appropriations should be. Now, 
the bankers and financial authorities tell us that Iowa was hardest 
hit of all the states by the depression following the inflation that 
came with war and its ending. The national census of 1920 shows 
inat there are 108,524 pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Uni- 
ted States or roughly 1 for every 4 Shorthorns and 4 Herefords. 
Iowa contained 27,457 of these Aberdeen-Angus, or slightly over 
one-fourth of the entire number in the country. Probably if every 
man here counted the calves before he left home, we could take a 
little straw vote and find that Iowa had crept up another notch or 
two overnight; for that’s one of the beauties of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus; they keep growing while you sleep, and the dividends pile 
up wrether you are on the job or not. 


“There has been a wonderful recovery of morale among the 
pure bred live stock men in the past sixty days, especially the last 
month. The entire live stock industry has taken a new lease on 
life and now sees the blue skies and the sunshine again for the first 
time in manv months. When the entire industry appeared to be 
cracking under the strain of debt, taxes and demoralized markets 
but a few months ago, many were wailing that the farmer was 
ruined, and with no market for pure breds there never again would 
be nrofit in the business of raising pure bred stuff and recording it. 
But the swing of the pendulum has started back. Sixty-cent corn 
and $10.00 to $11.00 hogs has done more than all the sugar-coated 
pills of legislation passed and talked of could do in a century. New 
life has been injected into the entire farming industry because 
markets have been opened up to take care of the surplus and the 
dearth of meat animals is now beginning to be felt. With the res- 
soration of buying credit in the Old World, these eld markets for 
export goods are now coming back into (Continaed on page 7

The Founding of the Terrace Farm Herg 


Business transactions recently 
brought us in touch with a pioneer 
of the great Northwest in the person 
of Lewis Wylder, a man who has 
seen all there is to see in pioneer life 
in the Northwest, a man who grew 
from boyhood in the rugged country 
of Wells county, North Dakota, 
whose postoffice address is Cathay, 
a neat little city located on the M. 
St. P. & S. Ste. M. R. R., not quite midway between Valley City and 
Minot, some forty miles southwest of Devil’s Lake and about sev- 
enty miles northeast of Bismarck. 

Here our friend has met and conquered the obstacles to be 
encountered in the north country and built for himself and family 
a splendid home, and has populated this farm with Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, Duroc Jersey hogs and Percheron horses. This splendid line 
of live stock is sufficient evidence in itself to warrant the character 
and type of man who is to tell this story. 

The accompanying snap shot will serve to remind us of the land 
of snow and the splendid big barn with silo attached is assurance 
of the good care given the Doddies at Terrace Farm. Mr. Wylder 
informs us that the snow in this drift near the big barn is about 
twelve feet in depth and is packed sufficiently hard to carry up 
the weight of the cattle so they can walk over the top of the drift. 
The trees close by were the cause for this big drift settling at this 
point and no doubt our writer was delighted to find that there was 
very little snow lodged in front of the barn. 

Referring to the snow drift Mr. Wylder said: “The enclosed

ers’ own words are going to 
be a mighty influence upon 
the minds of readers of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal and 
will help to show how other people have succeeded and assist in 
eliminating the doubts and fears and prejudices of the skeptical. 
When we ask you to contribute the story of the founding of your 
herd just do as this man has. We asked him and immediately he 
responded and this is what he had to say: 

“In reply to your suggestion that I tell you how many head of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle I now have and when I founded my herd; 
how I little the cattle; and any other item of interest to your read- 
ers; I will say I have just 39 head, there are eight calves and six 
yearling bulls, and with the exception of four yearling heifers and 
my herd bull they are all of breeding age. 

“T started in the fall of 1908 with an Erica bull, one two-year- 
old Miss Watson heifer and one two-year-old Mayflower heifer. The 
bull and one heifer were shown that fall by Frank Sanford, of Rog- 
ers, North Dakota, at the North and South Dakota and the Minne- 
sota state fairs and the bull won first in his class and the heifer 
never took lower than second. 

“IT had never seen a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus before that fall 
as I had come to Wells county when fourteen years of age and had 
to work for others the early part of my life, but had acquired a 
farm and had kept a small herd of high-grade Shorthorns and as I 
needed another bull I had gone to the Barnes county, North Dakota, 
fair thinking that I might see one I could buy. After seeing the 


blacks I felt that I wanted to give them a tryout by crossing my 
Shorthorns cows with an Aberdeen-Angus bull but the more I look- 
ed at them and the more I heard about them the more determined

ing closer together than the 
horned cattle, thereby help- 
ing each other to keep the 
; flies away. As the bulls of 
this breed used on cattle of any other kind will produce hornless 
calves and nearly always black I can not see why any man trying 
to raise beef cattle from a pure bred bull and grade cows should ev- 
er use anything other than a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull. 

“Of course many people who do not know will say they use 
Shorthorn bulls in preference to Aberdeen-Angus as their heifers 
may be better milkers, but I know from my own personal exper- 
ience that this is not so. I am writing much more than I think will 
be of interest to your readers so I will not go into that here. 

“TI do not need to tell you that writing is out of my line but you 
touched a tender spot when you asked me to tcll your readers how 
I liked the Aberdeen-Angus. I have never had an opportunity to 
go to school so can’t tell it as I would like to but I think that your 
readers will be able to make out from what I have written that | 
do like Aberdeen-Angus cattle and have good reasons for it.”

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is indebted 
to Secretary A. F. Buchanan, of the Vir- 
ginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, Glade Springs, for these particulars 
concerning the passing of one of Virginia’s 
splendid gentlemen and admirers of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 

“In the death of Mr. A. G. Parr at his 
home at Jeffersonton, Virginia, on the 8th 
day of December, 1921, the Virginia Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association lost one 
of its most enthusiastic members and Vir- 
ginia lost one of, if not the oldest, Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder, also the most extensive 
breeder. ; 

“Mr. Parr was the first president of our 
association but at the end of the first year 
asked that another be elected owing to the 
condition of his health. He spent much of 
his time at Asheville, North Carolina, the 
past several years hoping to regain his 
health but he seemed to grow weaker in- 
stead of stronger. 

“One rarely sees so true a type of the 
‘Old Virginia gentleman’ as was Mr. Parr. 
He never married. Leaves several sisters 
and at least one brother. He offered some 
two or three vears ago to sell the farm and 
the herd but was not willing to sell separ- 
ately as he could not bear the idea of the 
‘Rosedale Herd’ leaving the old home place. 
The family have our sincerest sympathy in 
this sad hour.”

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Col. W. G. Brock Meets Accidental Death 


The Aberdeen-Angus fraternity at large 
will be shocked to learn of the untimely 
passing of Col. W. G. Brock, whose death 
resulted from a fall from a fourth story 
window to the court below in the Magnus 
hotel at Cedar Rapids, lowa, on Wednesday 
afternoon, March 8, 1922, at about seven 
o’clock. “Our Billy” as he was familiarly 
known throughout Aberdeen-Angusdom in 
both this country and across the waters was 
loved by a host of friends and admirers be- 
cause of his bright, cheery manner at all 
times and under all circumstances, upright 
character and integrity. 

In the sudden and untimely taking away 
of Col. W. G. Brock the fraternity has lost 
one of its greatest assets, for 
“Billy” and his auctioneering 
work meant much to the breed. 


Glastonbury, England, January 30, 1877. and 
died at Cedar Rapids, March 8, 1922, aged 
45 years, 1 month and 9 days. One of a 
family of ten children, he was the first to 
leave his native land for a foreign country, 
and in 1898, his 21st year, came to America, 
and with the exception of about a year, has 
always lived at Martelle. 

On October 23, 1901, he was joined in 
wedlock to Miss Myrtle Ellison, and to this 
union, one child was born, Melvin Griffith, 
now 14 years of age, who with his mother 
survives the untimely death of husband and 
father. “Billy” as he was lovingly called by 
his friends started out in life as a poor boy, 
with industry, ambition and indominate 


Of the accident the Cedar Rap- 
ids, Iowa, News, has this to say: 

W. G. Brock, age 45, of Mar-— 
telle, an auctioneer well known 
throughout eastern Iowa, was 
killed about 7 p. m. yesterday 
when he fell from a fourth story 
window of the Magnus hotel, 
alighting on the roof of the first 
story in the inner court. 

He fell a distance of about 
two and a half stories or about 
40 feet. His skull was fractured, 
the right side of his head crush- 
ed, one shoulder broken and sev- 
eral ribs fractured. He was 
rushed to a local hospital but he 
died within a few minutes. 

Mystery surrounds the cause 
of Mr. Brock’s fall as there was 
no one in the room at the time, 
it is said. He was stopping in 
Cedar Rapids between trains, in- 
tending to go last night to Cres- 
ton where today he was to have 
charge of a sale of pure bred 
live stock. 

Mr. Brock had not registered 


at the hotel, as he expected to 
be in the city only a few hours. 
About supper time he went to 
the room of J. E. Tracey, a 
friend from Martelle, who was 
stopping at the hotel, saying he 
wanted to rest. Mr. Tracey was 
not there at the time and did not know of 
the accident until some time afterwards, it 
is said. 

His friends say that he had complained of 
not feeling well and it is their belief that he 
suffered a slight stroke of apoplexy or was 
overcome by dizziness and lost his balance 
when he went to the window for air. He is 
said to have remarked to Manager W. L. 
Yancey of the hotel about supper time that 
he did not feel well. Brock had been a regu- 
lar patron of the hotel and was well known 
among its guests. Mr. Brock is survived by 
his wife, one son, and a brother employed by 
the Hudson Bay company in Canada. Mrs. 
Brock was notified within a few minutes af- 
ter the accident and reached the city late 
last night. No funeral arrangements had 
been made up to early today. : 

Dr. R. A. Vorpahl, corner, declared today, 
after investigating the case last night and 
this morning, that there will be no inquest. 
“I believe it was purely accidental, caused 
when he lost his balance at the window, the 
coroner declared.”

courage, his sole assets, and by his steady 
application to work, and squareness in his 
dealings with others, won for himself a host 
of friends and an enviable record as a live 
stock auctioneer. None of us knew how 
much “Billy’s” cheery smile meant to us un- 
til we tried to realize we would see it no 
more. 

Even as he was the first of ten children to 
venture into a foreign land, likewise he was 
the first of the ten to leave this world. Be- 
sides the wife and son, he leaves to mourn 
his absence an aged mother in England, 
whose heart was gladdened to see him home 
twenty-one months ago, after an absence of 
twenty years from his native land, one 
brother in Ireland, one in New Guinea, one 
in New Zealand, a brother Arthur Brock of 
Winnipeg, Canada, being the only brother in 
America, and one brother at home in Eng- 
land. He leaves one sister in Australia, an.] 
three sisters at home with his mother. His 
father died 28 years ago. 

In religious matters, Mr. Brock was a 
man of few words, but he recognized the 
accepted teachings of the Divine Leader, and 
lived a life of charity (Continued on page 10

a this matter of our renewed faith in the 
ure bred industry, it is quite proper to 
oe a word of commendation to one who 
understands our problems and quite ably 
represents the farmer’s interests at Wash- 
ington. Secretary Henry Wallace, in work- 
ing with the Farm Bureau people and get- 
ting the proper light on farm problems to 
the administration is performing a great 
task at a most difficult time. Already, his 
work is beginning to stand out in the legis. 
igtion that is benefitting the farmer at this 
time, not to mention the very practical 
market upturns as the result of his co-oper- 
ation with Secretary Hoover in feeding the 
starving of the Old World. We may be 
thankful that Iowa is not only the mother 
of Aberdeen-Angus, but the mother of Sec- 
retaries of Agriculture as well; for the pure 
bred interests are undoubtedly better rep- 
resented in the cabinet today than ever be- 


tn touching on the Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory of Iowa here today, let us recall that 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association before the end of this year will 
be in its fortieth year., and should have some 
kind of a special celebration of the event on 
its birthday sometime later during 1922 or 
1923. Going back to 1883, the year the asso- 
ciation was started, we find that Iowa had 
12 members and only three of these were 
breeders, according to the first Herd Book; 
these three men recorded 30 animals. Ten 
years later, in 1893, she had 46 members and 
116 breeders of Aberdeen-Anugus and re- 
corded 556 animals. By 19038, the Hawkeye 
state had struck her stride and 256 mem- 
bers, 493 breeders and 3637 animals record- 
ed was her place in the Aberdeen-Angus 
sun. In 1918, there were 754 Iowa members, 
641 breeders and 4254 animals recorded in 
the Herd Book that year. At the present 
time, while still short of the ten ‘year period. 
but with the Herd Book just ready to go to 
press, we find Iowa has 1374 members and 
860 breeders have recorded 4890 head dur- 
ing the past year or the period covered in 
compiling Volume 33. 

“If ever there was a group of figures to 
indicate the faith in the pure bred industry 
by the breeders themselves, these should do 
it. The men behind the Doddies have been 
hit the hardest blows of their careers, but 
they have not lost faith in the pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus and its ability to pull them 
through. With the smashing of the live 
stock markets the past few months, the de- 
mand for pure breds practically disappeared 
as shown by transfers and public sales. But 
breeders everywhere have held on for the 
turn; and now we can see the tide coming 
i again, and with it will come renewea de- 
mand for pure bred cattle. Already the hog 
breeders are experiencing the greatest de- 
mand from beginners they have ever had. 
The hog comes back quickly, but the cattle 
demand will follow more slowly but just as 
surely, as the months bring a return of nor- 
mal conditions. 

The transfer of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 


gus, as shown in animals bought and sold is 
also of interest in impressing the faith of 
Iowa. In 1903 Iowa bought 3471 head and 
sold 3514; ten years later she bought 3948 
and sold 4334; and last year the figures were 
6011 bought and 6448 sold. 

“There is no ‘water’ or air bubbles left 
in the pure bred business after what it has 
been through. It’s on a sound basis if any- 
thing is on a sound basis. It’s is a healthy 
condition to start ahead, so that both buyer 
and seller may prosper with prices on a 
sound basis for profit by both. With oceans 
of surplus feed to put the animals in con- 
dition, and deflation to aid a weeding out 
and sending to the killer of the poorer sepc- 
imens, the herds should all be uf better qual- 
ity and prices should be at an advantageous 
place for the beginner. 

“With less than 3 per cent of the cattle of 
the country pure breds, and less than 4 per 
cent of such a state as Iowa in the register- 
ed class, surely we have a big enough field 
to work on right at our doors. If: every 
individual breeder will co-operate with his 
fellow breeders, the County Agents and his 
local, state and national associations for ad- 
vancing his breed, the raising of this 3 per 
cent for the nation and 4 per cent for Iowa 
will be gradually and efficiently done 
through the medium of the good hornless 
and black beef animal known as the Aber- 
deen-Angus. Without increasing the cattle 
population a single head, we can increase 
the pounds of beef and the quality of that 
beef enough to supply the export demand 
upon the country and give us sufficient 
premium on the commercial animal on the 
hoof to put the Aberdeen-Angus into first 
place numerically as well as qualitatively at 
the next census taking. 

“The Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors, at its recent meeting appro- 
priated about $17,000 for premiums at 1922 
fairs, shows and calf clubs. This is approx- 
imately the same as for 1921, and the Iowa 
State Fairs lead all the state and inter-state 
fairs as usual. Recognition of lowa’s great 
calf club work is also shown in the prize 
list, for the greatest calf clubs of the entire 
country here are headed by black calves 
sired by the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls from your herds. Some $2,500 to $3,- 
000 is appropriated for this work. 

“There have been many ups and downs 
the past decade in the cattle industry, es- 
pecially the branch known as the pure bred 
beef cattle business. When the pure bred 
trade becomes somewhat stagnant, as_ it 
were, the would-be authorities leap at the 
conclusion that the industry has reached its 
zenith and is going into decay forever. 

“The history of the pure bred business in 
this country as in all other countries, evinces 
good, bad and indifferent times. The cattle 
industry has passed through various stages 
the past thirty ‘years. Fluctuations have 
been much in evidence. It can now be said 
without any hesitation that we have passed 
successfully through the transition stage. 
There was a time when so much was writt 
about scarcity of cattle that one was some- 
what bewildered. The situation today is 
that we have more people, plenty of cheap 
feed and we should be raising more cattle 

“The co-operation of your Association 
with National Association has been a source 
of much satisfaction. There is nothing like 
“team work” for getting an organization 
like this ahead. Probably the greatest fac- 
tor in the extension of anything is the press. 
It can be truly said that our breed has been 
esxended and fostered by the farm and breed 
journals and through these mediums, I be- 
lieve, depend the destiny not only of Aber- 
deen-Angus, but all breeds. Without the 
good service of farm and breed journals 
which has been rendered during the history 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in America. 


which has covered a period of good, bad and 
indifferent times, the achievements of our fa- 
vorites would still be hidden as it were under 
the canopies of the show tents or pavilions 
where but a comparative few were fortunate 
enough to be spectators. The Association 
has had a splendid opportunity to study 
comparisons in its efforts along this line, by 
advertising by circular letters, folders, and 
booklets. Although good results have been 
obtained from the efforts of the Association, 
only a favored few who had more or less 
knowledge of their interests have been bene- 
fited. Through the columns of the farm and 
breed journals millions have been and can be 
reached. Much has been done but greater 
things can be accomplished in breed exten- 
sion if all organizations will do their part 
in co-operating in a substantial manner with 
the press in general and the farm and breed 
journals in particular.” 


Business Session. 


Immediately following the business ses- 
sion was taken up and all routine business 
transacted. Secretary E. T. Davis’ annual 
report was read and placed on file. The re- 
port showed greatly increased activities dur- 
ing the last sixty days of the fiscal year. 
The State association having voted last year 
to incorporate proceeded to elect seven di- 
rectors from whose membership the presi- 
dent was selected at a later session. The di- 
rectors for two years were: J. M. Tudor, 
John H. Fitch, Theo. Nordstrom, and Dr. F. 
Jarvis; those for the one-year term were 
Elmer Lang, R. W. Plummer, and Emery 
Lee. Later J. M. Tudor was made president 
by this board and E. T. Davis was retained 
as Secretary and General Field Representa- 
tive for the ensuing ‘year. 


The Show. 


The seventh annual show held in conjunc- 
tion with the annual sale at Des Moines was 
a snlendid success. There were twenty ex- 
hibitors in the winning classes and thirty- 
eight money placings including the cham- 
pionships. All classes were filled and in 
each instance there were several animals 
outside the placings, a couple of the classes 
had twice as many entrants as there were 
moneys, so the contest was very spirited 
and our good friend Rex Beresford, who 
placed the ribbons, worked in a most pleas- 
ing and satisfactory manner to the partici- 
pants as well as those at the ringside.

KIRKLEVINGTON AND TILLYFOUR. 


I find as many points of resemblance as of dif- 
ference between Thomas Bates and William McCom- 
bie. Here are some: Like Thomas Bates, William 
McCombie ‘‘was as free from the vanity of fine 
buildings, as he was of personal appearance.’’ Thomas 
Bell, author of ‘‘The History of Improved Shorthorns 
and of the Kirklevington Herd,’ Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 1871, remarks on this subject. ‘‘Mr. Bates 
earried his simplicity of living into all his house- 
hold arrangements, for he seems to have had no idea 
of even ordinary accommodation. ... at Kirklevington 
. . . the dining room was perhaps the smallest room 
of its sort in the county. But never did so small 
an apartment entertain so many celebrities . . . Mr. 
Bates had the same simplicity in the accommodation 
of his stock. The buildings at Halton were poor and 
detached, in consequence of the occupation having 
been in separate holdings. At Kirklevington he never 
improved on tre original buildings, the additiinal ac- 
commodation was of the most ordinary and temporary 
description. The best cattle were kept in cow sheds, 
with sides made up of whins or grose, and the roof 
of red tiles, not pointed with lime. ... There was 
not even a decent calf-house on the place.” Mr. Bates 
kept only a housekeeper and housemaid. ‘‘The dress 
of Mr. Bates was plain and studiously neat, although 
it was of the old form and fashion. He was temper- 
ate and abstemious in his habits, and he was gener- 
ally almost insensible to both eating and drinking; 
while his food was ever of the simplest description.” 
He often went without breakfast, though his house- 
keeper managed to prevent that as often as she 
could. ‘tHe would take his breakfast, generally of 
oatmeal porridge and milk, and then take his dinner, 
as he usually did at twelve o’clock, when without 
visitors. When alone he never tasted anything ex- 
cept water, but with company he joined in wine; 
spirits he never tasted and malt liquors only once 
to my knowledge.”” Mr. Bates had a great dislike to 
any outward show; he never could be persuaded to 
keep a carriage and very seldom hired one. ‘He had 
a pony which had been presented to him, that 
went blind, but he continued to use it for many years 
afterwards. He went to market riding a very ex- 
cellent mare and she sometimes carried him a hun- 
dred miles a day. 

William McCombie’s concern about buildings did 
not mean indifference except as to the old home in 
which he was born; for he built a commodious stead- 
ing at Tillyfour..which was doubtless for a long time a 
model in the Alford district at least, of plain rubble 
and harled, with corner and gable pointings and 
facings. After he became laird he also erected these 
“royal boxes’ as they were called in front of the 
steading. The old steading had been near the house; 
but was demolished all but one stable and shed. His 
boxes for the calving cows were comfortable and com- 
modious, located in the byre, the end of which was 
nearest to the house. At Bridgend all kinds of con- 
ditions of accommodations were cooingly maintained. 

Mr. McCombie’s attire was of course plain; and his 
habit of snuff taking, was often an aggravation. 
As to his meals as we have noted, he did not patron- 
ize the halesome oatmeal and milk, like Bates, who 
might have enlightened Johnson on the brain-making 
and muscle making capacity of the Scottish cereal— 
and though the laird of Tillyfour had eschewed 
spirits, he had previously been accustomed in making 
the round of the markets to treat his friends to the 
native brew of the Highlands. But he latterly dropped 
the habit.

GLIMPSES OF LIFE ABOUT 1824. 
Letters from Cousin William of Easterskene, 


The first we find is dated. 


Aberdeen, April 20, 1821: .... My Father, I am 
sorry to say, though considerably better since you 
left this, is hardly able to leave his room yet, All 
the rest are quite well. You seem to have been highly 
gratified with the Bridgend ball, I suppose the Tar. 
tans have astonished the natives. The Justiciary 
Court was opened here yesterday by Lords Hermand 
(?) & Succoth. I went in for a little yesterday and saw 
one man get a sentence of seven years transportation 
for reset of theft; and other two were brought to the 
bar before I left the house, one of whom, of the name 
of William Grant, a lad of about 18 years of age, is 
sentenced to be executed on the first of June; the 
other, having pled guilty, is to be transported for 
fourteen years. I went also in for a little today 
when they were on the trial of a lad of the name of 
Joss, from Huntly (for breaking into the house of 
Blelack and taking Mr. Gordon’s pocket book with 
money to a great amount) whom I doubt will in all 
probability share the same fate with Grant. This is 
all the news that I can give you at present. Re- 
member me to my Uncle, Aunt, Mrs. Black, Charles, 
Mary, *Ann and the youngsters, and believe me, ete. 

*My mother. 

Aberdeen, May 15, 1821: My father has not been 
as yet, able to come to town, but is thinking of com- 
ing this week. He is on the whole, very little better 
since your father was here. There is no news here 
worth writing. I see by your last letter that you have 
been dealing a little, and am happy to see you an- 
ticipate making a little cash by it. Remember me 
to, etc. 

Do not shew this to anybody upon my account. 

William of Easterskene’s letters are models of fine 
caligraphy and clarity and must have afforded his 
less careful cousin something to profit by. 

Aberdeen, 27 April, 1823: Refers to an attack of 
the rose erysipelas from which his mother had beet 
suffering, but which was then on the “road to re 
covery.” This letter is sealed with black sealing wax, 
with crest and monogram of W. McCombie; but not 
yet the family crest and motto ‘Touch not the cat 
bot a glove,” however; the first appearance of that 
being on a letter from William’s brother, Charles. 

15 May, 1823 I have just received yours and have 
arrived from the country; and as the spurs, ete. are 
there, it will be impossible to send them out for the 
present opportunity, unless I went out to the country 
again, which I find it impossible to do; however, 
I will send them soon. Remember me, ete. 

23d May, 1823. I have sent your bonnet, spurs and

He seems, however to have had things of more con- 
sequence to attend to as he did not find it convenient 
to show his face here again that night, although he 
promised to Mr. Dunn to eall again for an answer 
to my letter from you which I had prepared for you. 
In this answer I stated that Playfair could not have 
the hammer of your gun ready till this week, as it 
required a new one altogether. Playfair now tells me 
somebody has called for it so that I suppose you will 
have it by this time... . 


The last letter I had from you 


Since writing the above, your servant has delivered 
us another lot of game for which we are very much 
obliged to you. I have also to thank you for your 
invitations to Tillyfour and intend to come to see you 
some time soon; but I expect to see your father here 
soon. 


27th Octtr., 1825: I am now in daily expectation 
of the youngster and shall take care of him 
when he comes.
